WASHINGTON (AP) — Liv­ 
ing costs rose four-tenths of one 
per cent last month as virtually 
all consumer goods and services 
except food increased in price, 
the Lab or Department reported 
today.

Th ere s one Cambodia-Viet Nam (rail used 
regularly by th e Viet Cong, h owever, th at 
you can see a few minutes each day if you 
fly ex actly th e righ t course, at th e righ t 
h eigh t at ex actly th e righ t time of day. If 
you fly th e reverse directum vou can’t see it. 
Movement on th ese routes h as been h eavy 
th e past few month s. 
It’s facts like th ese th at make it difficult 
for Vietnamese h ere to understand h ow 
some U. S. officials in 
Wash ington 
call 
Cambodia “ neutral.” 
A h undred miles or so south of h ere, 
wh ere th is reporter was a week ago. th e 
woods are th inner and you can see farth er. 
A man can stand a few miles from th e 
border almost any clear nigh t and watch 
th e Vie. Cong signal ligh ts on innumerable 
tm ail boats moving into South Viet Nam 
across th e Cambodian border. 
If you h ide yourself well enough th e nigh t 
before near a waterway, you can watch 
th fir boats go by th e nex t morning. 
You sat well-organized convoys, armed 
with rifles and mach ine guns, some carry­ 
ing supplies, some men. Th ey wear h ap­ 
h azard uniforms, but standard h ats, and 
fome across in well-organized groups. Th ey 
ride close to th e banks so th ey’re h ard to 
tee. A small boat usually rides oul in front 
ta a point. Every fifth to 10th boat is a 
aerurity unit.

Th e Cambodian government h ad just sent 
word th at if VC and North Vietnamese 
troops m Cambodia didn’t do a better job 
at keeping th eir presence seciet th ey’d give 
th e game away and cause American and 
Vietnamese troops to attack into Cambodia. 
Th e Cambodian officials said th ey would 
continue giving th e Reds .sanctuary and 
would keep on supplying quantities of rice, 
medicines and oth er supplies, but th at th e 
VC and North Vietnamese troops in return 
must cooperate by improving th eir security. 
North Vietnamese commanders present at 
th ese talks came away with th e belief th e 
Cambodian officials were quite angry. Th e 
commanders h eld a h urried meeting to dis­ 
cuss th eir problems. 
Here are th e results of th at secret con­ 
ference: 
“Our I VC and North Vietnamese) troops 
h ave been overnonfident. Th ey th ink th ey 
are safe because th ey’re on friendly ter­ 
ritory (Cambodia). But th ey underestimate 
th e enemy. 
“ We re getting careless at concealment. 
We’re easily seen. Our air and artillery 
sh elters are visible. Th ey’re dug near roads. 
Th e sh elters are not dug in th e same pat­ 
terns as th e Cambodians use. 
“Our movements are frequently seen. 
Noises ~ jokes and loud conversations—ara 
often h eard. Quarters are not properly 
camouilaged. 
"Some of our units a rt located near main 
roads and rivers. Smoke from th eir cooking 
can be seen. Our path s are too ex posé 
and can be easily detected 
“Our iieisonnel carry weapons openly 
and wear different dress th an tba local 
people. 
“ITie C'ambodiana complairi th at if our 
tioopa do not do better in preserving secur­ 
ity, th ey (th e Cambodians) will be attacked. 
We must be careful so aa to be abla to 
gunUntie usuti Caisbodijui loil.”

Th e conflict h as existed for a 
long time, but th e only th ing 
accomplish ed so far h as been to 
define th e battle lines. Since 
th ere is so little appreciation of 
th e oth er’s argument, th at bat­ 
tle migh t occur some day. 
Th e stakes are h igh . Annual 
sales of ligh t bulbs total one bil­ 
lion. At an average cost of 25 
cents a bulb, th at total turns 
into a dollar figure of 250 mil­ 
lion. 
And. since th e cost of electric­ 
ity used by a bulb is about six 
« r seven times its own cost, you 
reach an astronomical figure of 
$1.5 billion as th e annual con­ 
sumer ex penditure associated 
with electric ligh t bulbs. 
A House subcommittee h as 
just 
publish ed 
a 
report 
for 
congressional use in “a contin­ 
uing evaluaMon of th e problem.” 
Us title gives a tipoff; “Th e 
sh ort life of th e electric ligh t 
bulb.” 
Th e report draws th ose con­ 
clusions; 
1. Bulb life is sh orter now 
th an it was a h alf century ago. 
2. Th e life of a standard bulb 
can h e increased. 
3. Most |)opularly used bulbs 
do not operate at max imum ef­ 
ficiency. 
4. Th e life of bulbs could h e 
doubled at only a small increase 
in cost to th e consumer. 
Generally 
speaking, 
th e 
manufacturers 
dispute 
th ese 
findings. 
Both government and busi­ 
ness agree on th is: It is impos­ 
ible to h ave both max imum 
ligh t and max imum life from 
th e same bulb. A little less ligh t 
means a little longer life. And 
more ligh t means less life. 
Th e problem is h ow to reach a 
balance of efficiency between 
ligh t and life and th en mix into 
th e formula th e cost of electrici­ 
ty used. It is disagreement over 
th is formula th at causes one of 
th e big differences of opinion. 
Th e manufacturers want to 
include in th eir formula, among 
oth er th ings, th e fixed costs of 
th e ligh ting systems and fix­ 
tures Th e House report argues 
th at th e cost of th e bulb and th e 
electric power it uses are th e 
only expcnditurc.s th at sh ould be 
considered 
Two oth er factors complicate 
th e 
formula 
of th e efficient 
bulb- 
Bulbs 
are 
made 
for 
sale 
th rough out th e country. Th ey do 
not vary in design from one re­ 
gion to anoth er. But electricity 
rales do. In Ma.ssach u.setts th e 


cost 
\s 2.76 cents a kilowatt 
h our. In Tennessee it Is .45 of a 
cent. 
Secondly, wh en you first turn 
on your ligh ts th e electricity you 
u.se costs more th an it does five 
minutes later. Your bills 
are 
based on a formula th at lowers 
your rate as you use more pow­ 
er — until a minimum rate Is 
reach ed. 
Th e manufacturers want to 
use th e average price of th is 
electricity. Th e Hou.se report 
contends a lower rate sh ould 
be 
used. 
Wh eth er max imum efficiency 
h as been reach ed, th is is th e 
rated life of most bulbs: 25 
watts 1,100 h ours, 40 to 60 watts 
1,000 h ours, and 75 to 100 watta 
750 h ours. 
Wh y th en do some ligh ts blow 
out after only a few h ours? Vi­ 
bration in sh ipment is one an­ 
swer. Defects in production an­ 
oth er. 
Manufacturers concede 
th at th ey can ach ieve only an 
average quality. Some bulbs will 
be bad one.s. 
Manufacturers generally dis­ 
believe th e frequently 
h eard 
complaint th at bulbs burn out 
sooner th an th eir rated life.

NEW YOR K (A P) - The 
Yankees* longest season began 
on April 12, 1906, before the big­ 
gest openlng-day crowd at Yan- 
Lee Stadium in 15 years. It end- 
td, for all intents, on Sept. 22 
)efore the smallest turnout in 
he Bronx park’s 44-year histo­ 
ry. 
A crowd of 40,006 saw Whitcy 
Ford yield a ninlh-inning run 
and lose to Detroit 2-1 in the 
opener. . thereby establishing a 
pattern of futility for the star- 
crossed Yankees. They were to 
lose 38 of 53 one-run games on 
their way to nowhere. 
On 
Sept. 
16, 
Jim 
Bouton 
pitched seven perfect innings 
against Minnesota and lost 2-1 
in the ninth. Six days later, 413 
fans huddled in & corner of the 
67,000-seat Stadium as the Yan­ 
kees bowed to Chicago 4-1 and 
settled uncomfortably into the 
cellar, there to stay for the first 
time since 1912. 
The Yankees got their first 
view from the bottom on May 1. 
Five days later Manager John­ 
ny Keane lost his job and R alph 
Houk, who had piloted the club 
to three pennants before being 
promoted to general manager in 
1964, returned to the dugout. 
The Yankees had lost 16 of their 
first 20 games. 
“ I don’t know how, but I think 
something can shake this club 
up,” Houk said after squeezing 
back into his pinstripes. “ I still 
believe it can win a pennant. If 
1 didn’t believe it, I wouldn’t go 
back to managing. We still have 
142 games to play.” 
The Yankees won their first 
three games under Houk, climb­ 
ing from 10th place to ninth. 
Houk’s magic worked for 2^k 
weeks, the Yankees winning 13 
of 17 games and moving up to 
sixth place. Then R oger Maris 
banged up his right knee. Ford 
went on the disabled list with a 
sore pitching shoulder and R oy 
White, the team’s rookie sensa­ 
tion. stopped hitting. 
The Yankees remained at the 
top of the second division but 
fell farther behind the league- 
leading Orioles. On July 4 they 
were sixth, seven games under 
the .500 mark and 18 lengths

Playing 
without a regular shortstop. . a 
shortstop of Kubek’s calibre. . 
was a great detriment. 
“ We were hit quite heavily 
with injuries the past two years. 
. I'm thinking of Howard and 
Maris, particularly. . two great 
players. It took Ellie most of the 
year to get straightened out aft­ 
er his arm operation, though he 
did find himself toward the end 
of the season.” 
“ I would say discouragement 
had a lot to do with it,” says 
Lee MacPhail, the new general 
manager. “ When a club realizes 
it’s out of the pennant race, it is 
difficult to put up an all-out bat­ 
tle. Morale and momentum are 
important things to any club 
and when discouragement set 
in, morale went down and there 
was no momentum.” 
“ Last year, everybody was 
hurt,” says Ford. “ This year, 
nobody hit.”
